md the City Secretary shall collect a fee <»f $5.00 for the issuance

provided, hw ever, that if such improvements, 
alterations or repairs are to be made to an existing structure and 
the cost thereof do«-' not exceed the sum <»f $1000.00, then no per­ 
mit shall be required, provided further however, should such im- 
provement, a lie n lion or repairs necessitate relocation or altera- 
‘ :<»n «if tlv* sewer or w ater line or lines a perm it shall be required 
irregardless of the cost thereof. 


ARTICLE THREE 
The application for such permit shall further state the con­
